The
food sav «l hy the warm . stalls was
ai_ht poua 14 ¢lovor and nine pounds
hav per cow per dav, and the inerease
of milk-Aow 23 per cent.  With hay
at $16 per ton. clover at $8, and 2
cow giving ten quarts of milk per
day worth 2} cents per quart, we
have a total in favor of the warmer
stalls of 11 cents per cow per day
‘The difference in temperatnre of the
ceiled stalls and those of the open
barn was from ten to twelve degre-s.
These experimerts demonstrate th
importance of furnishing gool. warm
quarters for cattle.
